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Reagan administration to 
review ORV use 


WESTERVILLE, OH, JUNE 29 

The possibility that the Reagan Administration may be reviewing 
federal policy governing ORV use on public lands was revealed June 
16 when AMA Associate Director of Government Relations, Rob 
Rasor, was asked to attend a meeting with the Council on Environ- 
mental Quality in Washington, DC. The hastily-called meeting was 
intended to collect the opinions of AMA and other motorized recreation 
organizations toward existing federal policy and what changes in 
policy they feel might be appropriate. The meeting was attended also 
by representatives of the Motorcycle Industry Council and the 
International Snowmobile Industry Association. 

Rumors have been circulating for some weeks about a possible 
"draft" executive order that would alter or rescind existing federal 
policy that has evolved from Executive Orders 11644 and 11989. 
Executive Order 11644 was issued by President Richard Nixon in 1972 
and resulted in the legitimizing of off-road vehicle recreation on public 
lands and the development of agency regulations to provide for ORV 
mangement. Executive Order 11989 was issued by President Carter 
and amended the original order by requiring that land managers close 
federal lands when ORV use was determined to cause environmental 
damage. 

Off-road vehicle organizations, including the AMA, are generally 
agreed that the existing executive orders represented an appropriate 
federal response to the growing vehicle recreation phenomenon of 
the 1970's but that they are no longer needed. 

At the meeting with new CEQ staff members, Rasor expressed the 
sentiment that legislation passed since the issuance of E.O. 11644 has 
provided the management and enforcement mechanisms necessary 
for ORV management. "The Forest Lands Management Act of 1976 
and the Federal Land Policy and Management Act of 1976, combined 
with existing agency regulations, provide all the guidance and policy 
direction necessary for management of ORV recreation. It is appropri- 
ate that the existing executive orders are being reviewed; after all, we 
are the only recreation taking place on public lands currently operating 
under presidential edict,” Rasor stated. 

The Council on Environmental Quality was highly visible in the de- 
velopment of the Carter executive order in 1977. An early draft of that 
order was leaked to the ORV community and resulted in ап uproar that 
sent over 80,000 letters to the White House. Public outcry was so great 
that drastic alterations in the Order were required, resulting in an 
executive order more acceptable to ORV interests. : 

The Reagan Administration seems to be concerned about avoiding 
the pitfalls of its predecessor and has sought the advice of the ORV 
— Ó prior to making any final decisions on altering existing 
policy. 

The AMA is hopeful that any alteration of existing policy will result 
in an increase of access to public lands by trail bike owners. Recent 
statements by interior Secretary James Watt indicate that he favors 
making federal lands more available to the public. Rumors that 
suggest that the pending policy review originated in the Department 
of the Interior would seem to confirm this possibility. 

Any change in policy could occur rapidly. Ms. Dinah Bear, Deputy 
General Council at CEQ, indicated that time frames are very short for 
agency review. In addition to Ms. Bear, the CEQ was represented at 
the June 16 meeting by Council Member Designate James McAvoy 
and staff member Michael Caine.

Wrong! The fork 15 a 35mm (not 
36mm as we reported.) WR fork. The 
triple clamps are manufactured by 
Pro-Fab and closely resemble Husky's 
triple-clamps as used on 40mm XC 
forks. Refer to the photo which 
appeared in the paper and the 
brochures. Check out the sliders and 
you'll notice the 35mm fork has a 
single flange just below the axle nut. 
The40mm fork has a flange both above 
and below the axle. In addition, the 
35mm fork is clamped at the axle

Fay, Hank Scott 
dominate double

The champagne flowed for Mickey Fay and 
Hank Scott over the weekend. Fay took his turn 
with the bubbly with a command performance 
in the Santa Fe TT National. Fay thus became 


the 12th different winner in 13 
Nationals this season. Scott col- 
lected his second National win 
of the year in the inaugural run- 


ning of the Smokey Mountain Half 
Mile. 

Bad luck, in the form of a broken 
collarbone, sidelined Jay Springsteen 


and when the weekend was over Steve 
Eklund had displaced Springer as the 
Winston Pro series points leader. The 
already tight chase now becomes even 
tighter. Eklund holds a slim two point 
edge over Springsteen at 97 to 95 
points with defending champ Randy 
Goss in at 93 points. Gary Scott, with 





89, and Mike Kidd, with 80, make up 
the top five. 

Ricky Graham, with a sixth at Santa 
Fe and a second at Smokey Mountain, 
led the weekend in collecting points. 
His 25 point burst lifted him from 15th 
to 10th in the standings. Gary Scott 
added 23 points to his total with fifth 
and third place finishes, respectively. 


Santa Fe 


Mickey Fay, who had said that he 
"needed to do good, real good," at 
Santa Fe before the Winston Pro Series 
National was started, did just that. 
Fay, with a blistering drag-strip style 
start, gave everyone one close look at 
the rear tire of his 500cc Honda in the 
first turn and then headed for a 25-lap 
flight to the checkered flag. "We've 
been planning on this race for a long 
time," said sponsor/tuner/builder Roger 
Stanley. "We were robbed at Ascot 
earlier this year and this should make 
up for it somewhat." 

Yamaha 750cc twin-mounted Scott 
Pearson was elated with his second 
place finish after holding at bay the 
"Master of Santa Fe" Steve Eklund 
from lap seven to the finish. Pearson 
came from the third row to third half- 
way through the first lap, using a style 
he described as "high, wide and wide 
open. I knew I had to be in that first 
group of riders into turn one or I'd be 
playing catch-up all race. 

"I wouldn't be here if it weren't for 
Harry Lillie and Boss Frames. Boss did 


a last minute rush job for us and built 
my frame from scratch in less than two 
days. Harry didn't trust the airlines to 
ship the bike here so he dismantled it 
and put it in the back of his Datsun 
2607. and drove here." 

Eklund, who has five National wins 
at Santa Fe, was happy and disappoint- 
ed at the same time. "Scott rode a 
good race and I tried a lot of things to 
spook him and make him bobble," 
said Eklund. "He wouldn't. It was a 
good race." However, in the back of 
Eklund's mind lurked the fact that if 
he had taken second he would have 
gotten $10,000 for top spot in the first 
round Winston Pro Series payoff. As it 
was, he finished one point shy of Jay 
Springsteen. That point meant only a 
$6,000 payoff. Tuner Storme Winter 
could only shake his head. 

Defending Grand National Cham- 
pion Randy Goss and Gary Scott 
rounded out the top five. 

One sour note clouded the National 
as Jay Springsteen crashed on the first 
lap, sustaining a broken collarbone. 


Time Trials 

Scott Pearson dropped his previously 
held track record from 41.591 seconds 
to a quick 39.149. Jay Springsteen, 
Bubba Shobert, Scott Parker and 
Randy Goss rounded out the top five. 
Interestingly, the top 10 qualifiers were 
on five different brands of machinery: 
Yamaha, Harley-Davidson, Honda, 
Suzuki and Can-Am. 

Dave Knapp was the 48th qualifier 
in the nearly 60 rider field.

Heats 

Pearson didn't fare too well in the 
first heat as he was sent to the penalty 
line for creeping and could only man- 
age a fifth place finish. Randy Goss 
was gone on the green light start with 
Ronnie Jones holding second the entire 
distance. Rod Spencer (Mai) quickly 
moved up to third and the transfers to 
the National were set. 

The second heat was loaded with 
nine National numbers. Alex Jorgen- 
sen, Mike Kidd and Springsteen were 
wheel-to-wheel for the first five laps 
with Eklund moving from sixth to 
fourth and then third after Springer 
had dropped Kidd a spot. Kidd's rear 
wheel then literally un-spoked itself 
and Eklund was third, and then 
second after slipping by Springsteen. 
On the final lap Eklund gambled, 
spooked Jorgensen and took the win. 

Mickey Fay gave a preview of what 
was to come with his runaway win in 
heat three. Gary Scott held a safe sec- 
ond from lap three of the 10-lap heat 
while Peter Hook established himself 
in third and let the rest of the field 
fight for semi positions. 

Ted Boody and Scott Parker es- 
caped what could have been serious in- 
jury to one or both in the fourth heat 
when Boody's transmission locked up 
after coming off the first infield jump 
and Parker was on him before he knew 
it. Parker almost missed Boody, but 
ticked his rear wheel, sending him 
sprawling in the mud. Ricky Graham, 
riding an immaculate 500cc Can-Am 
four-stroke built by Ron Wood and ap- 


proved by the AMA just days before, 
grabbed the lead on lap four and pro- 
ceeded to take the win leading Rich 
Arnaiz and Rich King to the finish. 


Semis 

The two last-chance semis would 
transfer only one rider each to the 
National. Both Scott Pearson and 
Steve Morehad made sure their names 
were on the list by putting in runaway 
performances in their respective semis. 


Trophy Race 

The Trophy Race was a slam-bang 
affair won by Dave Bradley. During 
the course of the 12 laps Wayne Rainey 
crashed and Jimmy Filice and Mike 
Gilkey tangled with Filice getting the 
worse of it. Bradley had his lead stolen 
by Randy Waldrop with two laps to go 
and used а  bump-and-crun оп 
Waldrop to get it back. 

"I was tired, really tired by the end 
of the race," said Bradley. "I had to 
make that move on Randy. I wanted 
to win badly for my sponsor Lloyd 
Stephens and the Oklahoma Fixture 
Company." 

National 

On the drying track, tire choice was 
the topic on most riders' minds — 
should one try the soft compound 
Carlisle like Fay or stick with Good- 
year's compounds. 

Goss had first choice of starting posi- 
tion and took a spot on the groove in 
the center of the front row. Fay, Eklund, 
Graham, Jones — the defending Santa 
Fe TT champ — and Scott filled out 


the first row of the 6-6-2 grid. 

On the green light from starter 
Steve Faraci it was Fay smoothly power- 
ing down the track with a thundering 
swarm behind him. Scott, Pearson, 
Eklund, Goss, Graham and the rest hit 
the jump and in an instant there was a 
gasp from the crowd. Springer had ap- 
parently tangled handlebars and was 
down — hard. The ambulance crew 
was quickly on the scene and the race 
went on. 

Fay, like he was out for a Sunday 
ride, quickly opened up breathing room 
and went on very business-like in this 
fashion for the remainder of the 25 
laps. 

Behind Fay there were mini duels 
going on between Scott, Pearson and 
Eklund with Graham, Goss and Hook 
just a bit behind. Spencer, Morehead 
and Jorgensen were also going at it. 

By lap four Scott, Pearson, Eklund, 
Graham and Goss were running nose- 
to-tail, each looking for a mistake. 
Scott bobbled slightly on the following 
lap and Pearson was by in a flash. 

On the sixth lap Eklund got by Scott 
as the two rushed past the start/finish 
line heading for turn one and winner's 
circle was set. Although tbere was still 
plenty of racing left in the remaining 
laps between Pearson and Eklund, 
there would be no passing. 

At times the field would close up 
tightly in the infield with five or six 
riders looking to displace Eklund. The 
one with the best chance and the most 
fire in his eyes was Graham and he be- 
gan to close on Eklund as the laps wore 


down but then went down off the small 
infield jump as he grabbed too much 
brake. 

Scott and Goss had a tight battle go- 
ing for fourth which would be decided 
in Goss' favor five laps from the end. 
Graham would crash two laps later, 
get up in sixth and hold that to the 
finish. 

Eklund put double pressure on Pear- 
son on the final lap, but it was all in 
vain. Fay had nearly four seconds at 
the finish on the dueling pair.

On the restart McDaniel 
lost out on the lead with Terry Poovey 
stealing the front position from him 
and leading Morehead and Goss to the 
National. 

Mike Kidd rolled the Roberts/Law- 
will Racing Yamaha 750 to the pits 
after three laps. “I could ride it, but I 
couldn't really race it," said a disap- 
pointed Kidd. 

Scott Parker wasted little time in 
setting himself up at the head of the 
second heat. Alex Jorgensen was al- 
most as quick in taking second and 
running with it to the checkered flag. 
Third place went to Bubba Shobert 
who zipped by Jimmy Filice when the 
coil wire broke on his Harley. The 
three ran easily to the flag. 

The third heat belonged to Garth 
Brow, but he had to win it three times. 
Brow led a battle between Wayne 
Rainey and Gary Scott that changed 
into a Scott/Rainey duel until the red 
flag came out when Steve Monger slid 
into the bales. On the second lap of 
the restart Gene Church went down. 
On the third start the race went the 
distance with Brow holding off numer- 
ous challenges by Scott right to the 
flag. 

Ricky Graham spent one lap in the 
lead in heat four before Hank Scott 
breezed by and opened up a safe lead 
with ease. Steve Eklund and Graham 
battled to the flag with Graham shutting 
the door on Eklund's every bid in the 
final lap. 


Semis 

Only one rider from each semi 
would go to the National and Ted 
Boody made sure his name was on the 
ticket from semi one. Boody had a 
good lead on Willie Crabbe at the end 
of the 10 laps. ; 

The start of the second semi was 
held up while riders, tuners and 
officials argued on who should and 
shouldn't be sent to the penalty line for 
jumping the start. On the green light 
it was Mike Minnig in the lead with 
Jackie Mitchell taking over on lap two. 
Chas Roberts moved underneath Min- 
nig in turn three, apparently backed 
off the gas, and Minnig found himself 
in the hay. The restart found Roberts 
taking the lead from Mitchell and win- 
ning a spot in the National. 


Trophy Race 

The Trophy Race was a brotherly 
affair between Willie and Rob 
Crabbe. Willie, on his Indiana H-D 
Harley, held the upper hand over the 
Mills H-D-sponsored XR of Rob and 
led him to the flag after some close 
racing in the early laps. Steve Hall де-. 
serves a special mention for his cool. 
thinking and sharp riding. Hall sent 
plenty of people scattering when he 
crossed the finish line between the pit 
wall and the inside of the track, avoid- 
ing a downed rider on the front 
straight. 

"It feels good to win,” said Willie 
Crabbe, “but I would rather have been 
in the National. The track isn’t too 
bad — if you're in front." 

National 

“Want to bet on who's going to win?" 
asked a confident Hank Scott to a by- 
stander in his pits before the National 
was called to the line. Scott was relax- 
ing with a wet towel on his head trying 
to beat the heat and humidity. 

Tire choice was a big topic of con- 
versation. Most riders went with a soft 
compound because with the narrow 
groove the start would be all 
important. "There isn't much room 
for passing," said Rainey. "You've got 


to be in the front five or six right away 
or you'll be eating dust all race." 

Hank Scott selected the outside 
(grandstand) pole position for the start 
with Parker, Poovey, Brow, Graham 
and Jorgensen joining him. Morehead, 
Gary Scott, Eklund, Shobert, Goss and 
Rainey filled in row two with Boody 
and Roberts on the third line. 

Hank Scott pulled the. field off the 
line with Goss gambling and taking a 
low line shot straight to turn one. It 
was a bad gamble which left him 11th 
at the end of lap one. 

By the third of 20 laps Hank had 
opened breathing room on Parker 
with Graham, Morehead, Boody, 
Gary Scott and Jorgensen in a tight 
bunch close behind. Morehead slipped 
off the groove in turn two on the next 
lap with Boody and Gary Scott quickly 

ast. 

On lap six Eklund pulled off with a 
flat rear tire. Hank held a distance on 
Parker who was fairly. distant from the 
Graham/Boody battle which had brok- 
en away from Gary Scott/Morehead/ 
Jorgensen. 

Things were going along smoothly 
for Hank. “I was running so good that 
I was actually cooling it. The plan was 
to run just hard enough to keep a safe 
distance between me апа second 
place," Scott would say afterwards. 

"The throttle stuck wide open, and 
there wasn't anything I could do about 
it," said Garth Brow after exploding 
the hay bales in turn one. 

"I saw Garth go into the bales," said 
Rainey, "and then I didn't see him any 
more. I felt the safest thing to do was 
to lay it down and pray a bit." Chas 
Roberts also went down and the red 
flag came out. 

There was a flurry of activity in the 
pits with Eklund suddenly interested in 
getting back in the race. "Every point 
counts," he said. In addition, Poovey 
was getting a new rear tire, and quick 
work was going on to get Roberts back 
into the race. Rainey and Brow would 
not make the restart. 

"Come on, let's get the show on the 
road," said Hank Scott, itching to re- 
sume racing. Boody was fourth in the 
single file restart, but when they finished 
the first go-around he was 10th. 
""There's no room for even the smallest 
mistake," said Boody. 

It was Hank, Parker, Gary Scott, 
Graham, Jorgensen and Morehead in 
a bunch until Hank began to open up 
a lead seemingly at will. Jorgensen put 
a move on Graham for fourth, but 
Graham came right back. 

Gary Scott was pressuring Parker 
when suddenly Parker's bike quit as 
the two exited turn two. Scott went 
high to avoid a collision and Graham 
was by in a second. "The gas tank 
came loose a lap earlier, and then the 
coil wire must have broken," explained 
Parker. 

The cast of winner's circle was set. 
No matter how hard Gary Scott hound- 
ed Graham he couldn't get by. The 
pair were a half bikelength apart at 
the finish. Jorgensen would lead More- 
head to the flag while Boody tried 
every trick in the book to take sixth 
from Goss, but failed to do so. e.

the work of 25 machinists. 


The parade concluded at the 
Juneau Ave. headquarters, where the 
company began in 1903. A tour of the 
Harliest of holies, the racing depart- 
ment, led to the design section, where 
enterprising journalists learned of the 
development of a new "panhead" 
engine and confirmed the existence of 
water-cooled V-engines designed by the 
Porsche group in two, four and six 
cylinder configurations, with overhead 
cams. 

Investors say they plan to plow the 
profits back into the company for new 
product development. “Нагіеу- 
Davidson is home to stay," said board 
chairman Beals. Fourth of July will 
have to go a long way to top this 
independence day. e. 


Welcome home, Harley- 


Independence day came early for employees 
and fans of the Harley-Davidson Motor 
Company. Last week, 12 investors, including 
the top management of the company, 


bought the works from the AMF 
conglomerate, in what chief 
executive Vaughn Beals calls 
"the chance of a lifetime." 

To celebrate the new independence 
of Harley-Davidson as a stand-alone 
company, ceremonies were conducted 
at the York motorcycle and golfcar 
assembly plant and at H-D dealers in 
eight cities across six states. 

Al the way to the company's 
historic headquarters in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, the executive-owners rode 
their newest products. Many were 
accompanied by their wives. The 
parade route covered 900 miles 
including the states of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. Weather conditions were 
described as “perfect — all the way.” 

Enthusiastic crowds greeted the 
riders. Willie G. Davidson, 47, was the 
favorite of the crowd. He is chief of 


motorcycle design of the company, a 
grandson of the founder. He arrived 
driving a black Tour Glide packing his 
wife Nancy. They wore matching 
leather helmets and jackets. The 
industrialists mingled with the 
loyal customers of their products. A 
rumor that H-D was to be bought by a 
Japanese motorcycle company that 
appeared in the eastern edition of the 
Wall Street Journal had caused some 
distress among the faithful. “I 
wouldn't ride any Japanese motor- 
cycle," one man told a reporter. He 
was saving up for a Harley-Davidson. 
The company plans to announce a 
sizeable price reduction on some of its 
models in the future. 

Ten reporters accompanied the 
executives and their wives on motor- 
cycles provided by the company. 
Consumers were represented by Carl 
“Pappy” Wicks, president of the H-D 
Owners Association. Twenty-one 


Davidson 


At a time when America’s automotive industry seems like a replay of Pearl 
Harbor, it’s good to know one company that doesn’t make excuses. It 
makes motorcycles with the name Harley-Davidson on the tank. They 
manufacture 50,000 luxury motorcycles a year, up from 14,000 a dozen 
years ago. This American company earned $290 million last year, and 
profits were up 17%. How, in the name of E.F. Hutton, can they do it? 

Well, I may not know what is wrong with Detroit, but I think that H-D 
has managed to preserve something that seems to me to be missing in new 
American cars: a sense of integrity. Of having got it right and sticking 
with it, making it better, keeping it beautiful. 

The type of motorcyclist who favors Harleys is not too interested in tech- 
nological innovation. But that may change with the recent transfer of 
ownership from the conglomerate to the management, who are all motor- 
cycle enthusiasts. “Japan has proved that there is a large market for high 
technology motorcycles," said Jeff Bleustein, one of the new owners of the 
company, who heads up the engineering department. “‘We intend to go 
after some of that market," he said. 

Meanwhile, H-D will not neglect the mainstay of its business, the loyal 
Harley traditionalists, many of whom would not be welcome in most shops 
where imported motorcycles are sold, because of their unsavory 
appearance. The company may soon announce a price reduction of some 
of its models. 

How well the new tech customers and the old guard Hawg clients mix at 
the Harley shop of the future, we shall wait and see. The new national 
sales manager will have to scratch his head to solve that one.

If keeping your hands warm is 
paramount to enjoying a ride then we 
recommend using the Maxi Tour 
windshield which is two and one-half 
inches wider per side and which we're 
told offers hand protection the 
standard shield does not. 

What sets the Aero apart from other 
fairings are the twin air intakes on 
each side of the windshield. Pacifico 
calls them pressure relief vents. They 
direct air up the inside surface of the 
windshield which, in effect, works to 
minimize wind buffeting the rider's 
back or that of the passenger. At 70 mph 
in a moderate rainstorm the vents

Barnett, Sun 
repeat wins at 
Broome-Tioga

CENTER LISLE, NY, JUNE 28 


Suzukis Mark Barnett and Honda's Chuck 
Sun disciplined the 125 and 500cc classes, re- 
spectively, with overall wins in the Pepsi-Cola 
National rounds at Broome-Tioga Sports Cen- 


ter, promoted by Mario Nasci- 
arelli and Jack Skutnik. Barnett 
and Sun repeated their perfor- 
mances, as they were overall win- 
ners at the facility last season. 
Second overall in the 125cc ranks 
was Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, who used a 
3-2 tally for the placing. Ward main- 
tained second in standings and now 
has 189 points, but with Barnett 
making it 10 moto wins in 10 outings 
this season, the point gap widened 
once again in Barnett's favor — he 
now has 250. Honda teammates Johnny 
O'Mara and Jim Gibson were third and 
fourth overall, and O'Mara is a tight 


third in standings at 180. 

In the 500cc class, Yamaha's Broc 
Glover looked to be on his way to a 
perfect day, but a broken chain in 
moto two left him ninth overall after 
his first moto win. Sun cruised in with 
a 2-1 for his — and Honda's — first 
National victory this season with 
Yamaha's Mike Bell taking second 
overall with a 3-5. 

Maico’ Alan King once again 
climbed a rung on the overall ladder 
and took third overall with 6-3 finishes, 
his best National performance to date. 
Husky rider Billy Grossi was back on 
the gas, grabbing a commendable 
fourth overall with a 4-6 tally. 


Glover’s edge in points has now 
dwindled to 13 over Sun, 219 to 206. 
Bell is third with 164, and King and 
Suzukis Marty Smith are tied for 
fourth with 148. 

The one-and-one-eighth-mile course 
at Broome-Tioga was slightly revised 
for '81, but all the uphills, downhills 
and tricky hairpins remained from the 
past. А cement start pad launched rid- 
ers through a right-hander and into a 
low section before the pack headed 
into hilly terrain. From there, the 
course ran through high-speed switch- 
backs before returning to the front 
straight and mechanics' area. 

“There's some big rocks out there; 
some of them might be dangerous,” 
said Bell after practice. “I got hit in 
the crotch by a big one two years ago 
off Sun's rear wheel, and I'll tell you it 
hurts.” 

Honda's Rich Coon was back on the 
scene after healing from a string of 
injuries and was ready to contest his 
first 125cc National of the year. "It's 
my first big race since the Houston 
Supercross in March," said Coon. “1 
missed the first four Nationals because 
of a crash there, but everything has 
healed really well. I took a fourth here 
last year." Coon is a local favorite and 
resides in Ghent, N.Y. 

Sun was optimistic after going out 
and dialing in his lines. “They 
changed one hill since last year. Some 
of the rocks make it hard to turn, but I 
try to like every course,” said Sun. Be- 
sides winning overall at Broome-Tioga 
last year, Sun claimed the 500cc title 
on that date and also broke his left 
little finger when he hit a post. 

Glover knew the party was over and 
winning wasn't going to be easy any- 
more. “Since Sun beat me the 
pressure's on, but I put it on myself. 
Things aren't the same now," said 
Glover. 

For Barnett, it was another day at 
the track after having had six weeks off 
for the 125cc class interim. "I've been 
making hay, taking it out of the field 


and getting it in the barn, and it's 
been hot in Alabama,” said Barnett. 

Suzuki's Darrell Shultz made a short 
day of it after taking a heavy crash in 
practice. Shultz went end over end off 
a jump and ended up in the weeds. 
Shultz's big bore was back in the pits in 
a mangled heap, and Darrell was in 
-his truck with ice on his knee. “This 
time it's the good knee, the one that 
doesn't stretch. I'm in heavy pain," 
said Shultz. Pulled ligaments put 
Shultz out for the day, and it is 
unknown if he will attend the 
Michigan round next weekend. 

Smith was taking it slow during 
practice, still recuperating from a 
crash at the Carlsbad (California) USGP 
the week before. "I hurt my head, : 
neck and knee, and I have stitches in 
my (right) arm. I twisted my knee 
today in practice, and I'm going to 
take it easy," said Smith. 

Dust became a problem as the day 
wore on, but the reported 5,000 enthusi- 
astic spectators didn't seem to mind. 
AMA referee Rick Titone and crew, 
top quality medical personnel and at- 
tentive flag persons made the event 
run off in smooth fashion under cloud- 
free skies and 80 degree temperatures. 


125cc National 


Danny Chandler put his Pro Trac 
Suzuki out front as moto one left the 
line, but it was to be another no non- 
sense day for Barnett as he took the 
lead half a lap into the race. Soon, 
Coon planted himself in second, and 
the front three took off to separate 
themselves from the pack. 

Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi was in 
the mechanics' area on lap one with a 
locked gearbox. Tuner Bevo Forte 
gave it his best effort to try and get 
Donnie going again, but it wasn't to 
be. Cantaloupi headed for the pits, 
slipping the clutch to get there. 

Ward didn't let any grass grow 
under his knobbies and took third as 
Barnett began to expand his lead over 
Coon. Suzuki-mounted Gary Denton,

chandler and O'Mara were arguing 
over fourth. 

The course was turning into a bike 
beater with even the right lines contain- 
ing jutting rocks. Tuner Jeff Clark 
gave Barnett the sign to think, and 
that's what Mark did, almost coming 
to a stop in some tight sections to save 
the bike. At the same time, Barnett's 
smooth style put him right on the 
track's record with a two minute, 31- 
second lap time. 

Front-runners started to juxtapose 
as Ward's teammate Tom Benolkin 
came in hard for third, tight on Jeff. 
Coon, O'Mara, Chandler and Gibson 
were spread in the 4-7 slots, and 
Denton and Yamaha's Scott Burnworth 
were gunning for eighth. Then 
O'Mara went into overdrive and 
systematically worked into second near 
the moto's end. Barnett won with 19 
seconds on O'Mara, and from there 
Ward was ahead of a pushing Coon, 
who had edged Benolkin for fourth. A 
ways back came Gibson, Chandler and 
Burnworth. 

George Holland got Denton for 
ninth. Holland recently hit the magic 
age of 16 (when one can turn AMA 
pro) and U.S. Suzuki wasted no time 
in getting George to his first National. 


Ward holeshot moto two with 
Barnett taking a safe seventh. Soon 
Cantaloupi and Barnett fought over 
second, but Barnett took it quickly. 
He got close to Ward, and it looked 
like it might be the battle of last year 
when the pair fought for the second 
moto win, but Mark went underneath 
to lead for good. 


Barnett cut a 2:28 for the track 
record early in the race and kept 
expanding his lead. Ward and O'Mara 
were 2-3, Cantaloupi and Benolkin 
were tight in 4-5, and Gibson, Suzuki's 
Denny Bentley, Burnworth and Coon 
were following. 

DG's Mark Murphy did a heavy 
endo through a downhill section, his 
Yamaha ending up straight up and 


down against a post. He luckily rolled 
clear and restarted the race. 

Barnett never let off, using his usual 
hard riding style to thrust the bike 
through jumps. He finished the moto 
la apping up to ninth place! Ward 

lowed with O'Mara holding out one 
wheel over Gibson for third. Benolkin 
had fifth to himself, and a moto-long, 
three-way dice for sixth ended Canta- 
loupi, Coon and Burnworth. 

"It's been a really great year; I’m 
looking for all the motos in the series,” 
said Barnett. (No National Champion 
has ever won every moto in a season.) 
"Training hard and riding fast is the 
key. The rougher it gets, the better the 
bike worked. I was holding it wide 
open on almost the whole track. In 
the first moto I spun the tire on the 
start pad — getting going was a little 
tricky. I'm looking to wrap this (125cc 
National title) and the Supercross 
Championship up in a few weeks.” 

“The bike was missing a bit at high 
rpm's; the jetting was a bit off," said 
Ward. "Ill just keep trying, some- 
thing could io Someone could 
get hurt practicing or something."

Husqvarna's Gary Pustelak was the 
holeshot king in the 500cc class and 
shot to the front of moto one. “I don't 
know what's going on; I don't even get 
holeshots in local races!" said Pustelak.

Glover held true and so 
did Grossi until late in the race when 
Sun came through on his Eric Crippa- 
tuned bike. Bell was also on the move 
and used a slow corner to zip by 
Englund for fourth. Goat Breker was 
in the hunt with his factory Kawasaki, 


but gearbox problems cause his eventual 
finish out of the top 20. 

King was taken down in a first lap 
mishap but was coming up quickly. He 
used a slingshot move on the outside to 
propel himself past Smith, Honda’s 
Danny LaPorte and others, finally lock- 
ing into sixth. 

In the closing laps, Sun poured it on 
and began to cut Glover's seven-second 
lead. The crowd roared as Chuck cut 
it to three seconds, but time ran out. 
Bell used a downhill to pass Grossi for 
third. Grossi held fourth, and Pustelak 
took fifth with King, Englund and 
Maico's Mickey Kessler next. 

Pustelak took the lead again when 
the gate dropped for moto two, but 
Glover was right behind. Breker wasn't 
happy with his outside starting slot, 
but used a power-on slide to edge the 
pack for third. By lap two, Glover, 
Bell and Breker led a Pustelak/Sun/ 
King dice for fourth. Keylon had been 
up front but crashed face first and re- 
started back in the field. Mark Corbett 
had also been in the chase, but mis- 
judged a line and ate a post. He was 
checked out and was OK. 

Glover put 23 seconds on Breker, 
who took second. Broc looked ready 
for the checkered flag, but a snapped 
chain in the rough stuff sent him strut- 
ting to the pits in disgust. Broc re- 
entered the race two laps down and 
finished an eventual 27th. 

With Glover gone, Breker became a 
surprise leader, but he again met up 

tranny problems and succumbed 
to Sun’s charge. Chuck ran a fast pace 
from there to the finish over Breker, 
King, LaPorte, Bell, Grossi, Englund 
and Husky's Steve Rhyan. All front- 
runners were spread out in lapped 


riders. 

“I like to earn my wins, but if some- 
one's going to give them to me, ГЇЇ 
take them. If it comes down to the 
title, I want to beat Broc fair and 
square," said Sun. "I almost hit the 
same post I did last year that broke my 
finger. I'm not going to give up. 


Things happen. Never giving up is the 
key," said Sun. 

"In the first moto I crashed hard in 
the mechanics' area," said Bell. "Look 
at my arm and hand (they were swollen 
from falling on some rocks). In the 
second moto my front brake stuck, 
and I crashed off a jump." 

^I had that one won, but my tranny 
got stuck in fourth," said Breker. “1 
fried my clutch trying to make those 
hills." e

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“lI like the pressure”

By the time you read this Kenny Roberts will be back in Europe gearing up for the 
final five events in the 500cc World Championship GP Road Racing Series. King 
Kenny has won three strazght 500cc crouns for Yamaha and the U.S. and would 
like to make it four. However, he finds himself in the role of underdog at the half- 
way point with an eight point disadvantage -- and some say one in machinery as 
well -- to fellow American Randy Mamola who rides for Suzuki. That an American 
should win the title 15 a fairly safe conclusion. To find out Roberts’ assessment of the 
matter we talked to him just three days before his return -- along with his oldest son 
and some friends -- to Europe. After three weeks of mostly relaxation, Roberts was 
rather anxious to get back to racing and the business at hand. 


Randy Mamola is putting quite a bit 
of pressure on you to take away your 
500cc crown. Do you feel certain you 
can retain your title? 

I think so. It's a tough year and this 
time we started out behind. I have an 
all new bike and with something all 
new you're going to have some 
problems. The changes we've made 
have taken time because you don't just 
call up Japan and say, "Td like this 
and this for next week." Things are 
finally coming together now and I feel 
that at Assen (Dutch TT) everything 
will be right. ГЇЇ have a whole new 
chassis at Assen. The main problem 
I've had is with handling. With the 
engine crankcases so high and the 
monoshock on top of that plus the gas 
tank you have a lot of weight up high 
and it almost feels like riding a 750. 
The thing that is stopping my lap 
times from getting faster isn't a lack of 
power, but rather the handling 
problems created by that weight -- 
especially on tight, twisty, tracks. In 
addition, this problem makes the tires 
wear more so we have to use harder 
compounds than Suzuki. This creates 
a real problem in that we're having to 
do things with tires we haven't before. 
At Assen I should have a wider variety 
of tires to work with, ones with a 
different construction so they will heat 
up faster. 

What are the main differences be- 
tween Mamola's Suzuki and your 
Yamaha? 

The Suzuki has a powerband that 
comes on strong earlier and ends at 
11,000 (rpm) where mine starts a little 
later and ends-at 12,000 to 12,200. 
Both bikes have advantages and disad- 
vantages. On tight, twisty tracks the 
Suzuki is better because it comes on 
the power sooner so you get out of 
corners quicker with little wheelspin. 
The Yamaha will spin the tires in that 
situation because of the engine/chassis 
combination. The Suzuki handles 
better because of their chassis and low 
placement of the engine. On the faster 
tracks the Yamaha has an edge on 
speed. 

The proposal by former Formula 


One World Champion driver Jody 
Scheckter to create a mega-buck 500cc 
road race series sounds like what you 
proposed last year. Has he contacted 
you on the program? 

Its basically the same thing as the 
World Series I proposed. I've met with 
Jody and talked to him about it. He 
has a lot of free time now that he has 
retired from auto racing and he knows 
all the promoters and all the television 
contacts you need to make something 
like this work. The basic idea is to have 
a series after the GPs are over with -- 
because we end by the middle of 
August -- and keep it to four or five 
events to. be held in different parts of 
the world. The package can be sold to 
television and that's where the money 
comes from. The purse money 
$200,000 -- should be no problem and 
approval from the FIM shouldn't pose 
any problems either. I don't see why 
they should object to a FIM series 
called the Winner's Cup Series because 
it wouldn't take away from the World 
Championship since it would be only a 
televised sporting event. I've told Jody 
I would like to see a round in the U.S. 
and I would lend a hand in any way I 
could to help out in that respect. 
However, at this time, I don't think 
we'll see a series this year. There's an 
incredible amount of work that must 
be done to have everything run 
smoothly and that takes time, lots of 
time. That was one thing with the 
World Series, when we started out no- 
body knew just how much time it 
would take to put something together 
like that. For a U.S. round to do good, 
television would really have to get be- 
hind it. Television in the U.S. has just 
been playing with motorcycle racing 
with the exception of the coverage of 
the Carlsbad (500cc MX) GP. In 
Europe they televise most of the (road 
race) GPs. 

How do you assess your chances at 
the remaining six rounds? Do you 
have any favorite tracks or ones that 
might favor your Yamaha more than 
others? 

I believe Assen, because of the way my 
luck has been there the past three 


years,has to be anyone's race. Assen is 
a very tough track and I seem to have a 
hard time finishing in the top places 
there. — 

The Belgian GP has to be an uncer- 
tainty because nobody has ridden on 
the track since it was repaved, and 
from what I hear the surface isn't very 
good. A track like that is very hard to 
predict because if the surface isn't 
good then the gap in tire advantage/ 
disadvantage could be a big one. 
Chances are if my Goodyear is working 
then the Dunlop won't -- of course it 
can also go the other way. If the track 
is real slippery you either have a tire or 
you don't. 

The San Marino GP at Imola (Italy) 
could pose a real problem for me be- 
cause Imola has a lot of switchbacks 
and chicanes. If the bike is still top 
heavy feeling then the low gear, 
second gear corners could work to 
Mamola's and Suzuki's advantage. 

In England, at Silverstone, I firmly 
believe I'll be the one to beat and I 
should definitely in the hunt in the two 
remaining events at Imatra (Finland) 
and Anderstorp (Sweden). 

How does it feel to be cast in the 
underdog role? 

It's been that way before for the three 
seasons before this one, only maybe 
not as pronounced. I guess we've never 
been quite this far behind before. 
What you have to look at is the 
balance of power could turn around 
really quick -- all I need is a win and a 
bad finish by Randy and its a 
different ballgame. We're working 
very hard on winning -- new tires, a 
new chassis and I believe some new go- 
fast parts -- while Suzuki is working 
very hard on eliminating the chance of 
a disastrous sixth or seventh place 
finish by Randy. The pressure is on 
them to finish, the pressure is on us to 
win. Personally, I like the pressure of 
needing to win races. I push it a little 
bit harder knowing I have to win be- 
cause then when I win I like it better 
than just winning because you have 
the best combination. When you win 
and you know you didn't have the best 
combination then you know you rode 
your butt off. 

Would you have liked to have been 
at Louisville to see Jimmy Filice win 
his first National? 

You bet. I think you'll see me at some 
of the Nationals as soon as the GPs get 
over. I don't believe I'll stay in Europe 
to run some of the big money races 
and that will give me time to see how 
things are progressing with Mike 
(Kidd), Jimmy (Filice), Mert. (Law- 
will, Dick (Mann). Bud (Aksland) 
and the rest. I want to see the Yamaha 
run so maybe we can turn the dirt 


track thing around. 

What is the status of the Yamaha 
effort? 

Things are coming along. I went to a 
test session at a half mile a couple of 
weeks ago and even took my leathers 
along -- although I didn't ride -- be- 
cause we're having chassis problems. 
Thisisa development year and the next 
time you see the bike it will be way 
better than it was before. We're 
moving forward, but it takes time and 
continual change until things get 
right. When you're running races 
every weekend and trying to develop 
the motorcycle at the same time you're 
bound to stretch yourself thin, and you 
need at least three times the money 
you would normally need with a bike 
that is proven. Truthfully, we thought 
the project wouldn't take as long as it 
has. 

Do you see yourself in the role of a 
team manager/race program 
organizer somewhere in the future? 
Is that the reason for forming 
Roberts/ Lawwill Racing? 

That's basically right. I've gotten into 
the race management end to try and 
bring some high class/high buck 
sponsors into AMA racing to show it 
can be done. I'm not interested in 
sponsoring a team of Harley-Davidson 
riders and I'm not interested in going 
to the races every weekend. As far as 
the sponsorship goes, somebody has to 
do something because the AMA sure 
isnt making the sport grow. By 
creating the team, Mert and 1 felt we 
might have a forum to say, "Hey, this 
is how we feel things should go next 
year. This is the direction we need to 
follow to grow into what the sport has 
the potential to be." 

Hopefully, the Yamaha and the 
Honda will create a new interest in the 
sport. 1 would say that Yamaha is 
taking a very close look at us and 
watching to see what happens, but at 
this time they really don't have a major 
interest in a dirt track program. 
Yamaha was concerned about my 
putting this program together with 
Mert because, frankly, they want me 
over in Europe concentrating totally 
on winning the World Championship. 
What I'm doing here is my own way of 
trying to help out American racing. 
One final question, is Randy the 
greatest threat to your title? 
Definitely Randy. He's very good. 
However, Marco Lucchinelli is really 
strong this year and could very well 
prove to be a spoiler. I don't see 
Randys teammate Graeme Crosby 
being a threat for the title because he 
just isnt going that fast. However. 
Crosby is very consistent and that 
counts a lot. °

Californian Brad Lackey won overall victory 
from Britain's Graham Noyce at the French 
round of the 500cc World Championship. In 
front of a 24,000-strong crowd and French spon- 


sors Pernod, Lackey rode two 
well calculated second place 
motos to take his first overall 
win so far this year. 

As the gate started to drop, Lackey 
was already halfway over it. French 
Champion Jean-Jacques Bruno also 
got a good start, but as they entered 
the first bend, Bruno was going too 
fast to stop and he overshot, leaving 
Lackey to head the pack. Italian 
Franco Picco held second; Malherbe 
and Noyce settled in third and fourth. 

Bruno lost nine places after his mis- 
take but quickly started to move back 
up the field. Hakan Carlqvist and Ger- 
rit Wolsink both crashed on lap two, 
and soon they pulled out being too far 
down in the field. 

The Honda duo meant business and 
both fired by Picco. After 10 minutes 
Malherbe slipped into first spot, and 
one lap later, Noyce demoted Lackey 
to third. The challenge was on; 
"Rolls" Noyce was trying hard to take 
the present World Champion, and for 
three laps they battled it out. Noyce 
knew he could pass Malherbe but was 
just waiting for his chance. Nearly 20 
mintues had gone, and they were side 
by side over the far part of the course. 
Noyce's chance came and he took 
Malherbe. Andre tried to regain the 
lead. As Noyce recalls: “1 heard Mal- 
herbe right beside me then his bike 
started revving really hard, and I knew 
his throttle was jamming. I could not 
believe it." Malherbe halted two la 
later. After stopping then restarting in 
24th, the World Champ had no choice 
but retire. 

Lackey was now back in second 
place. Dutchman Gerard Rond had 
fought his way through from seventh 
to third. Further down the field, 
Marty Tripes had been pulling his way 
up from a bad start and was in close 
combat with Dave and Ludwig 
Rienbold. Thorpe stalled his Kawasaki 
in a tight left-hander leaving Rienbold 
and Tripes to pass easily. Tripes tried 
to get by the KTM rider though time 
had run out, and he had to settle for 
seventh place. 

Bruno had climbed back up to 
fourth after passing Jaak Уап 
Velthoven in fifth. Britain’s young 
Dave Thorpe in his first ever 500cc GP 
restarted after stalling in ninth and 
managed to hold on to collect his first 
points. Irishman Laurence Spence 
came home 10th. 

The track had to be watered after 
each race, but the heat was drying it 
almost immediately. So with conditions 


a little dusty in certain parts, the sec- 
ond moto started with Carlqvist getting 
the holeshot with Brad settling into 
third spot. Noyce had been forced into 
the straw bales, and as he turned the 
bend three more fallen riders made 
him lay down his Honda to avoid them 
which put Noyce right at the back. 

As they came around to finish the 
first lap, Carla had already pulled out 
a lead from fellow Swede Conny 
Carlsson. Lackey was in third, 
Malherbe came around in seventh and 
Noyce was well down in 25th. Brad 
soon demoted Carlsson to third. 

With the race now in the 20th 
minute, Jukka Sintonen held fourth 
until the storming World Champion 
came through. Andre Vromans, who 
finished eighth in the first moto after a 
bad start, had been following Malherbe 
the whole race. He also took the Finn 
and settled into fifth. 

The fastest man on the track had to 
be Noyce who was eating his way 
through, already in eighth after passing 
Van den Broeck and Velthoven. 

Thirty minutes had gone. Noyce 
had moved up two more spots taking 
Sintonen and Rond. Malherbe knew 
Noyce was coming, and he put the 

ressure on Carlsson. Passing him, 
Malherbe headed after Lackey. 

With just three laps to the finish 
flag, Carlsson made a mistake and be- 
for recovering, Vromans and Noyce 
were already through. As they started 
the last lap, Malherbe was right with 
Brad. Vromans’ gear box was sound- 
ing bad, and he was easy bait for 
Noyce. 

At the finish, Carla crossed the line 
with ease. Brad held off Malherbe 
right to the flag; Noyce probably rode 
the race of his life to come home 
fourth. Vromans kept going to finish 
fifth. 

Marty Tripes had once again had a 
bad start but he could only mana 
12th just missing points. Bruno could 
not delight his home crowd in the 
second moto after pulling out with 
engine problems. ө

the sprocket, causing him to lose valu- 
able time and eventually the overall 
win. Cunningham topped the AA 
class. 

The overall A win went to 
Husqvarna's Mike Melton with a loss 
of 25. In the B ranks it was Jeff 


Arnold, riding a Kawasaki, who took 
home overall. 

In all, only 31 riders finished the 
entire run. 

It rained in Minnesota and the 
Range Riders M.C. ran their southern 
course. The course was predominantly 
clay trail and two-track, with rare 
sections of road. After nearly an inch 
of rain Saturday, more on Saturday 
night, and continual heavy rain on 
Sunday, the course became very 
slippery, very rutted, and nearly 
impassable for the B riders. 


Burleson started on minute 20, with 
Darryl Kuenzer a row behind Dick. 
But Kuenzer, unable to start, opted to 
change to minute 36 after repairing 
his bike. Subsequently, Kuenzer was 
protested by Terry Cunningham and 
disqualified. Jack  .Penton was 
slated to start on 22, but was still 
hurting from a crash the week before. 
He didn't start. 

As riders left the line there was a 
short sprint across a grassy field, then 
a climb out of a clay ditch and onto a 
highway. Several riders fell in the 
ditch, but all eventually made it down 
the several miles of road to the first 
check. 

Jeff Smith, riding a Can-Am he 
assembled out of parts returned on 
warranty, came to the check six 
minutes hot. Suspecting a check, 
Smith was waiting around the corner 
when a small boy popped his head 
from the brush and called, “Hey, dad, 
here's one over here." The boy ushered 
Jeff into the checkpoint and a healthy 
loss. Despite that, Smith said, “I 
enjoyed it greatly. It was muddy, just 
like England." 

Immediately after the check the 
trail plunged into woods for several 
miles and with the section being run 
again in the opposite direction at the 
end, it became very rutted. The soft 
spots widened out as riders went wide, 
and in some spots, where the trail 
became impassable the crew re- 
arrowed to give a slight assist to the 
later numbers. 

By the first gas, 36 miles out, the 


AA riders and top А riders were ahead 
of the B riders. Some riders guessed 
they could make it to the main gas at 
54 miles. They were wrong. Several 
miles before main gas, the trail was 
littered with bikes. One very mucky 
swamp section was followed immedi- 
ately by a huge slick clay hill. Bikes 
were stuck in the swamp, they were 
standing against trees, and they laid 
on the trail where they fell when they 
sputtered to a halt part way up the 
hill. 

At the main gas stop Burleson 
tightened up his chain for lack of 
anything else to do. 

The latter stages of the run were 
where the bulk of the AA points were 
lot. Cunningham zeroed the first 
emergency check, but when he hit the 
second, he dropped seven minutes and 
fifty-four seconds due to the problem 
with his chain. Cunningham found the 
ride very similar to southern Ohio, 
very enjoyable and very much within 
his grasp, but for his mechanical 
problem. 

John Martin dropped 32 points in 
his second run after injuring his back. 
John is working hard to regain his 
conditioning. The Mayo Clinic gave 
him the OK to ride, but they were not 
happy about it. 

Immediately after the run there was 
a flurry of official activity in the pit 
area as an inquiry by the Husqvarna 
team into Kuenzer's number change 
resulted in a protest lodged by Terry 
Cunningham. Dan Bergerson, the 
course referee, accepted the protest 
and disqualified Kuenzer. Bergerson 
said, "Darryl understood what the 
consequences of the number change 
would be when he did it. When the 
protest did come in, I had no choice 
but to uphold it. The rule book is very 
specific in that area." 

Suzuki team manager, John 
Morgan, felt it was an excellent event. 
He did not appear to be overly 
concerned that Mike Rosso DNF. 
Rosso stuck his bike in a gargantuan 
mudhole 10 miles from the start. 
After spending several minutes in and 
about the mudhole, апа straining 
most if not all of his back muscles, 
Rosso called it a day. According to 
Morgan the PE 175 Floaters the 
enduro team has developed are 
working well and one of the bikes has 
been shipped to Japan for analysis. 

Overall B winner Jeff Arnold 
dropped 138 points while Craig 
Harthan won 200cc B with loss of 218, 
and Dave Severtson dropped 310 
points to win the Open B. These were 
the only three B riders to finish the 
course. Ken Fruth, the 250cc B champ, 
houred out on the eighth check. The 
bulk of the riders recorded five checks 
and packed it in after the main gas 
stop, if not slightly before. 

Fritz Kadlec looked very good 
winning the 250cc A class with a 54 
point loss, and Steve Ellefson was right 
behind with a 60 point loss. 

Jim Hernesman, clerk of course, 
said the ride would have been much 
easier for the B riders without the rain. 
He felt the AA riders dropped six or 
seven more points due to the 
conditions. е

The World Championship Title 
battle was blown open at the 
Austrian round when Spanish 
Champion Manuel Soler won 
the seventh event of the 12-round 
series, and title leader Eddy Lejeune 
failed to score for the first time. 

The blow out by Lejeune, who at 
one time in the series had a massive 14 
point lead, was so completely unchar- 
acteristic, it made the fans wonder 
whether he is such a cert for the 
crown. 

His appalling lapse, which could 
eventually cost him the World 
Championship, gave current champion 
Ulf Karlson and French star Gilles 
Burgat the chance to close the gap. 

The current standings are Lejeune 
60 points, Burgat 56 and Karlson 52, 
which makes the U.S. round in New 
York one of the most crucial events of 
the year. 

In finishing second in Austria, 
Karlson inched back into contention 
after many thought his early season 
performances had left him without a 
chance of retaining his crown. Yrjo 
Vesterinen finished third, his joint best 
ride of the series, but he is still out of 
the possible winning chances. 

Schreiber continued to find the 
form which made him the champ in 
1979, and his sixth place gave him a 
further six points to consolidate his 
seventh place in the table. 

But the talk of the trials was 
Lejeune. He completed the first nine 
mile, 15 section lap for 21 marks lost — 
not bad but not as good as the lap best 
of 15 by Toni Gorgot. 

The Belgian Honda rider was in 


with a good chance of points, but then 
put in a second lap score of almost 
double his first total, and that ruined 
his chances. His third lap was better, 
back to his first tour total, but by then 
the damage had been done, and his 
score left him in a disastrous 16th 
place. 

Consistency is the key word to 
championship points, and those wily 
veterans, Karlson and Vesterinen, 
both of whom have scored in every 
round to date, finished even with the 
decision going to Karlson with two 
cleans more than Vesterinen. 

First in France and second in Italy, 
Gilles Burgat took fifth and with 
Lejeune's demise from the points, got 
to within four of the Belgian, and with 
five rounds still to come, the World 
Champion is stil anything but 
decided. : 

As a trial, the Austrian round was 
the easiest so far this year, and nerves 
played a vital part in the opening 
action. Gorgot and Hattori cleaned 
the stream hazard, suitable for a 
British club trial, with ease, but 
Martin Lampkin, Malcolm Rathmell, 
and Lejeune all fived where Soler and 
Burgat had joined the early cleans in 
front of the Austrian TV cameras 
recording the action. 

Easy though the sections were, the 
in between going was anything but 
that, with a 3000 feet climb up a 
wooded and root infested mountain- 
side playing havoc with the riders. 
Even such "forcers" as Lampkin found 
it tough going, and some of the lesser 
lights failed to make it and retired 
from the trial. 

Altitude played a great part in 
machine performance, and for several 
days before the trial, riders had been 
tuning their bikes to get the best from 
them at altitude. All credit then to 
Montesa who had the foresight to 
recognize the problem, and factory 
engineer Oriol Guixha arrived at the 
trial with modified cylinder heads for 
the factory 349s which cured all the 
problems. It paid off for Montesa 
riders finished first, second, eighth 
and tenth, before packaging their 
machines for the flight to the next 
round in New York State. °

The second round of the AMA/ 
NATC National Championship 
Observed Trials Series moved 
200 miles south of the opening 
round at Watkins Glen. The site of 
this National was the same area used 
in the 1979 National and Morgan Kav- 
anaugh, riding a Bultaco, used con- 
sistent riding to collect a decisive 
victory over Montesa's Curt Comer, 
the winner of round one. 

The event was organized by the 
South Penn Enduro Riders. Mike 
Womer, the clerk of course, used a 
seven mile, 15 section loop to test the 
skills of riders from all over the U.S. 
All classes rode three times with a five 
hour time limit and an hour grace 
period. Most riders finished in the 
penalty time due mostly to the difficult 
mountainside terrain. Heavy rains 
Friday night and Saturday made the 
event a stamina sapper. 

Sections three, five, nine, and 
thirteen were Championship only. All 
were basically large rock sections, 
except nine, which was a long hill- 
climb. Section five was the infamous 
"Grand Illusion." In two years of 
National trials only one rider was able 
to clean this section. Don Sweet did 


the seemingly impossible deed -- once - 
- and was awarded the Grand Illusion 
Rock Award -Sunday night at the 
awards banquet. 

The first rider, Ron Scheller, was 
off at 10:01 A.M. with Bob Hopkins 
leaving last at 11:50. Rain began 
about halfway making the already wet 
sections all the more treacherous. Most 
eastern trialsmen commented how 
much they liked the weather and 
hoped the rain would continue, 
because this was their type of riding. 

After the first loop, Comer led with 
five points lost, Kavanaugh and Keith 
Adams followed with eight and 11, 
respectively. However, Comer ran into 
some misfortune. On loop two, an 
insect became lodged in Comer's eye 
and he spent some time in the pit area 
trying to remove it. By the time Comer 
could continue he had lost much 
valuable time. As Comer tried des- 
perately to make up time, Kavanaugh 
rode his same calculated way and 
finished his last loop with 12 points 
lost, compared to Comer's 28.8. 

The final score sheet showed 
Morgan Kavanaugh winning with 31 
points and Comer second with 44.8. 
Wayne Galvin (47.6), Keith Adams 
(48.8) and Don Sweet (48.8) rounded 
out the top five National class fin- 
ishers. All finished in the top five in 
New York, with the exception of the 
sneaker clad Adams, who switched 
from Ossa to SWM between events. 

jonathon Hoffnagle continued his 
winning ways, by riding his Montesa to 
another Sportsman first. This is his 
second win in as many weeks.

Endurance racing is gaining popularity in the 


United States. 


Before 


1974, when the 


Mountain Roadracing Association introduced 
their annual 6-hour, there was very little 


motorcycle endurance racing in 
the U.S. 

The AFM 6-hour steadily 
grew іп popularity and 
attendance and was given a massive 
shot in the arm in 1980 when 
American Honda sponsored the event 
and entered three Superbike teams. 
Honda's Freddie Spencer and Ron 
Pierce won but they only beat the 
Kawasaki Motors Corporation entry of 
Eddie Lawson and Dave Aldana by a 
handful of seconds. Wes Cooley and 
Rich Schlachter on the Yoshimura 
R&D of America Suzuki were in the 
hunt until late in the race when Wes 
hit two lapped riders and fell. 

This year there will be about two 
dozen endurance races across the 
country with Peter Frank's 
Western/Eastern Roadracing Asso- 
ciation sanctioning most of.them. The 
shortest will be. several four-hour 
events such as the one to be held in 
August at Bridgehampton, New York, 
and the longest will be the 30-hour 
race at Rockingham, North Carolina. 

Although endurance races lack the 
spectator appeal of a good sprint race, 
it doesn't mean they lack-drama. In- 
stead of white-knuckled confrontation 
between riders for 20 minutes, you get 
a thoughtful approach to machine 
preparation, pitwork and strategy. It 
must be this way because machines 
and riders can't last for 24 hours at the 
same intensity that can be managed 
for 20 minutes. 

Because the spotlight is on the 
equipment, it opens up more potential 
for sponsorship. The advantage is to 








the manufacturer who makes a 
durable product. The endurance race 
gives him an opportunity to prove his 
product in the toughest and most 
dramatic way possible. 

Which brings us to the subject of 
this test. John Ulrich and Bruce 
Hammer (who was second to 
Schlachter last year in the AMA's 
United States Road Racing 
Championship) are two men who like 
to road race. They are also foresighted 
enough to see the potential growth of 
endurance racing. Ulrich decided in 
mid-1980 to build and race a serious, 
World- Championship quality 
endurance bike and contacted several 
racing friends to see who was 
interested. All were but none had -- or 
were interested in committing --- an 
important ingredient -- money. Enter 
Hammer who not only could and 
would provide needed seed money for 
the project, but who also was convinced 
he could land serious sponsorship for 
the effort. The pair formed Team 
Hammer. 

Team Hammer became its own 
biggest sponsor. Streetbikes were sold 
and loans secured to raise $10,000 to 
get the project started, and the chassis 
was ordered from Japan. Sponsors are 
more inclined to help people who have 
the ambition and confidence to forge 
ahead. Then, using his reputation. 
accomplishments and a little behind- 
the-scenes coaching from John. Hammer 
landed the first major sponsor. 
Hammer signed a contract with 
Chevron U.S.A., Inc. The agreement 
is that Team Hammer will compete in 
at least five events for the purpose of 








race-testing Chevron products. 
Chevron was more interested in having 
a testbed than in exposure potential. 

The next sponsor involved was 
Vance & Hines Racing (VHR). The 
master tuner, Byron Hines, was tired 
of hearing that his motors were great 
but would only live for a short 
duration, like one quarter mile. 
Through Team Hammer, he can 
demonstrate the durability of his work 
and get the exposure that all 
commercial ventures need. His 
commitment is to build and maintain 
two motors for the season. 

Three companies with smaller but 
important involvement are Derale Oil 
Coolers, Cycle Tune and Fox Shox. 
Murray Pechners’ Derale oil coolers 
were chosen because his. all-copper 
coolers are the most durable on the 
market. Also, he is one of the unsung 
heroes of the sport, a genuine nice guy. 
His willingness to help has also 
benefitted him іп gaining the 
necessary information to produce an 
excellent product. Cycle Tune owner 
Dennis Smith is a talented racer and 
wrench, and his Cycle Tune crew will 
man the pit at races and do. non- 
engine maintenance. Dennis will be 
relief rider in longer races. Fox Shox is 
developing the racer suspension. 

Moriwaki Engineering in Japan 
manufactured the $4500 chassis kit. It 
is essentially the same on the Kawasaki 
that Australian Wayne Gardner rode 
to a 10th place finish in the Daytona 
200 this year. The main difference is 
the installation of the VHR 1200cc 
version of the four-valve GS1100 
Suzuki motor. Rob North was 
responsible for the motor swap 
including all necessary brackets, and 
hangers. Frame is chrome-moly steel 
for a high strength-to-weight ratio. 
Wet weight of the complete bike is 402 
pounds. Steering head and swingarm 
pivots utilize tapered roller bearings. 
Chassis geometry has the steering head 
angle set at 28° with 3.9 inches of trail 
and a 57-inch wheelbase. The chassis is 





designed. for Formula One and 
endurance racing. Design goals are 
light weight, low center of gravity and 
responsive handling. 

Suspension is handled up front by 
KYB racing forks. The almost- 
infinitely adjustable 36mm fork tubes 
are held by TZ750 Yamaha triple 
clamps. The KYB forks are used 
successfully by many top competitors. 
The Fox Shox are multi-adjustable 
with nitrogen-charged piggyback 
reservoirs. They feature replaceable 
internal washers to alter compression 
damping, and metering jets can be 
changed to give different rebound 
damping. 

Kosman sells the full-floating, 13- 
inch-diameter Mehanite front brake 
rotors for $200 per side. The rotors 
float on solid aluminum carriers. Rear 
rotor is  non-floating Kosman 
Mehanite with a 10-inch diameter. 
Lockheed calipers are used front and 
rear but the front master cylinder is a 
stock GS1100 Suzuki unit with a 5/8- 
inch diameter piston. Rear master is a 
spare TZ750 unit that Bruce had. The 
team intends to experiment with other 
master cylinders having different 
piston sizes. Braided steel line is the 
popular -3 size for minimal sidewall 
deflection. 

Morris magnesium wheels are used 
front and rear. Sizes are WM4-18, 
WMB:-18, front and rear respectively. 
Nothing unusual there. What is 
unusual is the use of the rear wheel 
cush drive as found on a stock 1976 
KZ900 LTD. Team Hammer decided 
they would rather add а little 
unsprung weight to the rear wheel 
with the cush drive and not have to 
worry about what the shock loading 
was doing to the transmission and the 
rest of the drivetrain. 

Being an endurance racer, wheel 
changes will be necessary so they 
planned ahead and have three 
complete wheel assemblies front and 
rear including the cush drives and 
brake rotors. The only tires available

are Goodyears so the only choice is of 
size and compounds. A 3.25x18 will be 
used for the front with a 3.85x18 on 
the rear. Race strategy calls for soft 
compounds, and they plan to chan, 
tires. In theory it should be a fairly 
even trade-off but the difference is 
that if you don't plan on changing you 
could get a flat tire which would upset 
your planning. Also, there's a lot to be 
said for finishing a race with fresh, 
high-traction tires. To facilitate wheel 
changes, the Moriwaki chassis has the 
neatest and quickest frame stands 
around. It only takes a couple of 
seconds to have both wheels off the 
ground. : 

Byron Hines built the motor himself 
using information learned from. his 
Pro-Stock GS1100 Suzuki. The 
crankshaft is basically stock, but the 
crankpins are welded to keep them 
from twisting. Power is delivered to 
the modified GS1000  close-ratio 
transmission through a  highly- 
modified clutch. Heavy duty damping 
springs replace the stockers, and the 
rivets that hold the drive gear to the 
basket are exchanged for larger, 
stronger ones.. Because the retainer 
plate behind the clutch will flex under 
load, small tabs are welded to the gear 
to keep the plate from moving too far. 
In the stock clutch, a Bellevue washer 
is used to give smooth engagement. It 
is normally found at the bottom of the 
inner hub. Deemed unnecessary in the 
racebike, it is eliminated Бу 
machining the recess in which it fits 
and is replaced with a shim. Barnett 
springs are used, but stock plates are 
fitted because Barnett hasn't 
developed the plates yet. With all the 
modifications that Byron did to the 
clutch, it works flawlessly. 

The GS1100 cases are modified in a 
couple of ways. They were bored out 
to accept the larger spigots of the 
oversize. sleeves. Heavy duty cylinder 
studs replace the stockers. А very 
important modification was to drill 
passageways in the case to oil the 


transmission shift forks. The standard 
transmission oils the shift forks 
through the transmission shafts 
themselves, but the close-ratio box 
doesnt have the same set-up. The 
cases had to be modified to accept the 
GS1000 close-ratio transmission. 
GS750 oil pump gears replace the 
GS1100 gears for 30% more volume. 
Because of their proximity to the 


clutch damper springs, the oil pump 
gears must be bevelled to clear. 

VHR uses Wiseco pistons with a 
76mm bore for a displacement of 
1198cc. Compression ratio is 11:1 for 
now but might have to be reduced. 
Piston clearance is set at a rather tight 
-001 inch at the bottom of the skirt. 
The piston crowns are relieved so that 
stock head gaskets can be used. The 
four-valve cylinder head got the usual 
VHR port job. A VHR valve spring kit 
closes standard valves which have been 
swirl polished for improved flow. 
Camshaft specs have a lift of .345 inch 
with opening and closing 139-539, 530- 
13° measured at .050 inch lift. 
Carburetion for now is by 31mm 
Keihin CRs, but later, some of the new 
33mm Mikuni “Srnooth-Bores” might 
be tried. Exhaust is through standard 
VHR four-into-one collector that has 
had the tubes heated and moved in for 
improved ground clearance. 


Sitting on the bike makes you realize 
that it is physically small. The weight 
and dimensions are more in line with a 
small 550 such as the Yamaha Seca. It 
seems peculiar to have your knees 
interfere with your elbows on a 1200cc 
bike. 

I rode the Team Hammer bike at 
Riverside Raceway during a California 
Superbike School session. After riding 
the bike for a dozen laps or so, I forgot 
about being cramped; the bike fit my 
5'9”, 150-pound body like a glove. 
Only two things bothered me: on 
braking, my knees would hit the fair- 
ing, and the family jewels would get 
scrunched against the tank; and the 
bike vibrates. Any motor this large is 
going to vibrate, but John and Bruce 
are going to be riding this thing for 
long stretches at a time. 

The motor really pulls at the top 
end. At 11,000 rpm down the back 
straightaway, we were doing about 150 
mph. But the bike was geared too low, 
and would be peaked before getting to 
the flat-out turn nine. In a roll-on 
comparison with ап unrestricted 
Yamaha TZ750 (which finished eighth 
in the 1981 Daytona 200. restricted) 
the Team Hammer bike pulled ahead 
by about four-five bike lengths on the 
back straight. With proper gearing, the 
top speed should be about 170 mph. 
The motor feels flat at 5,000 rpm, but 
only when compared with the power 
available at 8.000 rpm. It's probably

putting out about 80 hp at 5,000 
which climbs to about 150 hp at 
10,000 rpm. It also does wheelies all 
the time. 

The Moriwaki chassis handles so 
well that you can actually ride off the 
edges of the tires without getting into 
trouble. I'm not saying that that is 
what I like to do, only that it can be 
done. Again, it feels and steers like a 
much smaller bike when riding, except 
of course, the speed at which you are 
traveling. As the bike has just been put 
together, it still needs some fine- 
tuning. The suspension front and rear 
needs to be dialed in. Considering 
the adjustabilty of the components, 
that should be no problem. The front 
brakes need no improvement! 
Approaching steel-walled turn nine at 
150 mph caused no fear because no 
more than two fingers are ever needed 
to slow the bike. Braking for turn. 
seven would get the rear wheel off the 
ground. This shakedown cruise 
showed up a flaw which will have to be 
fixed right away; the rear brake would 


heat up and drag. Hammer spoke of 
changing the master cylinder and/or 
caliper. 


The team's plan for 1981 is to do 
all the necessary research апа 
development in preparation for the 
1982 season in which a major company 
is considering sponsoring a five-race, 
$250,000-purse endurance series. 
Hopefully, the proposed endurance 
series will be lucrative. Team Hammer 
intends to be the most successful non- 
factory team. As of now, they have 
support from several friends such as 
Perry Stein, a professional mechanic, 
who volunteered time in the assembly 
of the chassis. Cycle Tune will be 
responsible for chassis maintenance 
and all work at the races, and Cycle 
Tune boss Dennis Smith is crew chief. 


Hammer and Ulrich are two men 
with vision and ambition. With 
perseverence and hard work, they 
should attain their goal of having the 
best non-factory team іп U.S. 
motorcycle endurance racing. mg

A-Trak 


suspension system

Pity your poor rear shocks. They get pushed, 
pulled, expanded, compressed et al. And 
that's before they have to deal with bumps, 
potholes, railroad crossings, freeway expansion 


joints, or whatever else lurks 
where you ride. 


The guilty party is the series 
of torque forces transferred from 
chain to swingarm to suspension. They 
extend the shock under acceleration 
and compress it under deceleration. So 
the shocks are fighting one battle even 
before the road hazards even begin to 
appear. 


What if you could neutralize those 
forces? Perhaps your suspension would 
be free to work unencumbered, react- 
ing the same way regardless of whether 


you were under heavy acceleration, 
hard on the brakes, or any combination 
thereof. 

Well, you can. 

Austrian Horst Leitner, an engineer 
who rode on his countrys Trophy 
Team in the ISDT, 1961-64, has de- 
signed the A-Trak suspension system. 
It's a fairly simple device, consisting of 
two rollers connected by a body that 
serves to mount the device around the 
swingarm pivot. The rollers run on 
four double-sealed bearings. g 

Stock, your chain runs in a triangle 
and allows the torque reaction to be 
transmitted to the suspension. The A- 


Trak simply spreads the chain apart at 
the swingarm pivot, and makes the 
chain run parallel to the swingarm. 
That constant alignment, for reasons 
that are difficult for non-engineers to 
understand or explain, eliminates the 
torque reaction. : 

We showed up at Leitner's Tustin, 
CA, headquarters with a 1981 Honda 
CB900F that we were testing at the 
time. Before Horst started to work on 
the bike, he showed us a little trick 
that you can perform on your own 
machine. He fired it up, held the front 
wheel in place with a curb and the 
front brake, and then he put it in gear, 
gave it some gas and started to let out 
the clutch. Sure enough, the rear 
shocks extended, even though the 
weight on the machine remained the 
same. 

Demonstrations concluded, Leitner 


set to work on installing the A-Trak. . 


As it turned out, the 900F is one of the 
most difficult machines on which to 


VUE р, 


install an A-Trak. A metal tab on the 
swingarm had to be ground down so 
that the ATK could fit around the 
pivot point. Then the case guard 
around the countershaft sprocket had 
to be ground' down at both ends to 
accept the modified chain angle. Leit- 
ner did it with the swingarm 
on the bike, but recommends that 
CB900F owners installing their own 
remove the swingarm completely. 

In most other cases, installation is a 
bolt-on affair, requiring only tem- 
porary removal of doo-dads (like side- 
covers) that get in your way, and loosen- 
ing the rear wheel to give you some 
chain slack. 

Once fully installed — in our case, 
in about 90 minutes — the bike was 
ready to ride. The A-Trak was barely 
visible behind the frame tubes and 
case cover. 

As a final step, Leitner took the 
VHD shocks on the Honda and reset 
the pre-load from the middle setting to 
the fifth and stiffest setting. Compres- 
sion damping was switched from soft 
to firm. Rebound damping — set at 
one — was left alone. 

Before we left, there was a repeat of 
the demonstration done pre-ATK. 
Everything was the same, front wheel 
held in place, gas on, clutch starting to 
grab. But the rear shocks stayed ex- 
actly where they were. No extension or 
rise whatsoever. 

Once we hit the road, the bike felt 
good — it was good stock by our opin- 
ion. But the A-Trak was doing 
something. The ride was a little bit 
softer and plusher, yet the shocks had 
been stiffened to the point where it 
should have been noticeable. 

One other thing that was immedi- 
ately noticeable was that quick down- 
shifts produced less tire squeal. 

A section of road we ride regularly 
— you can find it listed under the 
“Don'ts” section of Pavement Repair: 
Dos and Don'ts — is more like free- 
form sculpture than civilized tarmac. 
With the A-Trak, the Honda sailed 
through it like all the bumps weren't 
there. We tried it under hard accelera- 
tion, under braking, coasting through, 
and the results were the same each 
time. The rear suspension soaked up 
everything. 

Because the shocks are working un- 
encumbered, they can keep the rear 
wheel in contact with the ground 
through rough corners, aiding control. 
A staffer here had an A-Trak installed 
on his Yamaha and swears by it, saying 
it allows him to come off the corners 
faster due to improved traction. 

When the A-Trak is first installed 
you can hear some additional noise as 
the chain passes over the two rollers. 
After an afternoon of riding, you 
won't notice it anymore. 

Another minor point: this short- 
legged rider noticed was that when the 
shocks were stiffened to adjust to the 
A-Trak, there was no sag left. Instant 
tippy-toe time, 

We came away impressed with the 
A-Trak. For the average rider, it 
makes the rear suspension work the 
way it never could before. The 
increase in rear wheel traction should 
make racer types happy. 

The bolt-on A-Trak retails for 
$109.95, and is available for most late- 
model street Hondas, Suzukis, Kawa- 
sakis and Yamahas. There are weld-on 
kits to fit most other types of bikes. A- 
Trak units for Harley-Davidsons and 
off-road application are in the works. 
Leitner offers a six-month warranty. 
Leitner recently introduced complete 
aluminum swingarms with integral A- 
Trak for 1978-80 Honda CBXs, '79- 
'81 CB750Fs, and the '81 CB900F. 
Suggested retail is $295.

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Rod Bush: 125cc 
thunder in the trees

When KTM's white box van pulls into the Cycle News parking lot and we see Rod 
Bush is behind the wheel, everyone knows good conversation and fun times are in 
store. The outgoing and congenial KTM National Service Manager always has a 
story to tell about the last event he rode, or some other tale involving a National 
level woods rider that usually has us in stitches waiting for more. 

But Bush produces more than fun and games, namely results. In six Six Days 
rides, Bush has racked up one bronze, one silver and three gold medals. His biggest 
accomplishment to date, according to him, was tieing with National Enduro 
Champion Dick Burleson for the 125cc class win in the Oklahoma Two-Day 
Qualifier on March 21-22. 

Other than that, "Keeping up in the National Enduros on a one-two-ftve, " is 
Bush's mazn goal. The compact and agile rider 15 known for his hard-to-beat pace 
through long stretches of tight woods, and Bush aims to keep his reputation strong. 

The last time Bush stopped by our offices to drop off a test bike, we pulled him 
aside and threw a few pertinent questions his way. Always quick with a reply, Bush 
gets to the point in a casual manner, usually with a cup of coffee and cigarette in 
hand. 

Some racers display talent only when riding. Bush can carry his talent out of the 
woods and into a conversation. Here's what's inside the head of one of the Nation's 
fastest woods riders. 


How old are you and what prompted 
you to run in ISDE competition? 


You're already considered a Six Days 
veteran at a relauvely young age. 











Im 25 years old and Jack Penton 
developed my first interest in Six Day 
riding because we used to go ride a lot 
of hare scrambles. Jack was a bunch 
faster than anybody else and I couldn't 
figure out why. We sat down and 
talked to Jack one day after the race 
and he told us all about Six Days, what 
it was, and what it would take to do 
something like that. Joe Parker and I 
went out and started riding in Two- 
Day qualifiers in 1971 and we got our 
start that way. 

You've ridden in six ISDE's but you 
missed the '79 round because you 
didn't qualify. What happened that 
year? 

It was 1979 for Germany. I rode the 
first two qualifiers and won my class 
both times. I was then misinformed, I 
was told that if I had enough points I 
qualified. When it came around to 
selection time they said you had to 
have ridden in three events. I had two 
wins, which put me second in class, 
but not enough events. 

So you just accepted it? 

It's all I could do. I went over in the 
capacity of a team support manager 
(for KTM) helping Bob Hill out. 

Most riders train to be fast and have 
a bunch of stamina. You carry 
cigarettes in your fanny pack and 
smoke at a gas stop. Is training 
something you don't need, or do you 
train or work out in any way? 

I do train some. I need to train more 
than what I do, and I certainly need to 
quit smoking, there's no doubt about 
that. If I ever plan to be a champion, 
that's something that's got to go. 

Do you ever feel it slows you down? 
Oh, it does, I mean ten seconds a mile. 
How did you work into being KTM's 
National Service Manager? 

I started working for Penton in 1977 as 
a salesman and at that time they had 
some retrofitting that needed to be 
done on their motorcycles. I came off 
the road and helped do the 
retrofitting, and then I went to work in 
the service area and ended up being 
the service manager. When KTM split 
with Penton, Jack Lehto asked me to 
become the service manager, and I 
very gladly accepted because I wanted 
to stick with KTM. 

Since the reward in ISDE and 
enduro riding isn't monetary, what 
keeps you in the sport? 

That’s a hard question to answer. I 
enjoy riding and I can get the most 
amount of riding in by riding enduros, 
Two-Day qualifiers and the ISDT. I'd 
like to ride six days a week if I could, 
but that's not possible. I enjoy riding 
and I can get the most riding in by 
riding the long distance events. 

I used to ride a lot of motocross. In 
1975, І rode all.the 125cc Nationals. 
The peak of that was when I was 
leading ту heat in the Pontiac 
(Michigan) Supercross. I took a real 
tight inside line right around a post 
and held it wide open. I ended up 
crashing a bunch of people out. I 
remember Hannah trying to get by 
without getting killed! Then I switched 
to the longer distance woods events. 
What do you do in Ohio during the 
off-season? 

Woodwork, I like to do a lot of 
woodwork when: I can. That’s what I 
spend most of my spare time doing. 
It's a diversion. Something different 
than motorcycles. 

KTM has taken a different stance 
concerning promotions than other 
companies. А bunch of dirt bike 
companies are putting almost all 
their support into MX, and KTM 
puts almost all their support in 
woods riding. Why? 

Well, for KTM to get a lot of exposure 
in motocross we'd have to spend five 
times what we spend for enduro. We 
don't spend a lot of money for enduro 
and we can still make ourselves a good 











name with less money. 

Is woods riding the best market for 
you? Is that where things are headed 
in the future with KTM? 

I don't know. Our future is in 
motocross, we are doing some 
motocross promotion, but we do it on 
a regional basis. Like we did with Jim 
Meenan (a New England rider). And 
the New England series (NESC), we'll 
have more of that coming I'm sure. 
But motocross is in the future for us 
and we're doing our best in enduro 
and cross-country competition now. 
You've achieved success at woods 
riding and remained on a 125cc 
bike through the years. Why haven't 
you moved up to a bigger 
motorcycle? 

At times I've ridden a 250. Two of the 
Six Days I've ridden were on 250s, but I 
feel that when I compare my riding 
style from one motorcycle to another, I 
actually do better against other 125s 
when I'm riding a 125. I'll take second 
or third in a 250cc class, but yet I can 
win the 125cc class hands down. 
What's inside your head that makes 
you a winner? What keeps you going 
and keeps you out front in a race? 
Desire, just the desire to win. It feels 
good to win, I like to win, and when 
you finish the day, if you're first, it feels 
a lot better. That's what makes it fun. 
Does the lack of publicity you and 
other woods rider receive bother 
you? 

I think the lack of publicity KTM 
riders get bothers me more than 
anything else. I saw that last year when 
we had, what I would consider, a 
banner year. We didn't have the big 
names and ultra hot shoes, and yet we 
still came out with good success. Four 
riders on KTMs came out to be AA 
riders. They weren't big megabuck 
factory sponsored riders either. We 
came out well, and yet I see where a lot 
of the other teams got a lot of press 
and spent a lot of money and had less 
results than what we did. 

Your parents back you 100 per cent. 
Was your father a racer, and how 
did your mother get so strongly 
involved? 

My father was a stock car racer at one 
time, but he never really rode 
motorcycles. I had three brothers, so 
my parents got involved in whatever 
each one of us had done and they're 
just wide open, just great. 

You've seen a bunch of changes in 
machinery since you started riding. 
Are machines state of the art now? 
Well, there's a lot to come in the 
future. Weight distribution -- moving 
the gas tank around under the seat — 
and different suspension, there is still a 
lot to be done on that. And nobody 
has really built an engine yet that's the 
ultimate maxed out trick thing. 
There's variable timing ports, exhaust 
ports, and a lot of other things that are 
going to be coming along too. 

Are you married? Do you have a 
house in Ohio? 

I'm married to Cheri and we've got a 
house in Vermillion. We've had it for 
about a year and a half now. 

What's in the future for you in 
racing? Are you going to become a 
married man with kids? 

Ill probably become a married mán 
with kids, but I'm going to stay racing 
too. That seems to be the state of the 
art for the enduro rider. There hasn't 
been an enduro champ yet that wasn't 
over 25 and married. So that seems to 
be the way to go. If I'm going to be an 
enduro champion that's part of the 
game, but that’s not why I got 
married. 

Who is backing you? Who are your 
sponsors? 

Well, my main sponsor is definitely 
KTM. Then comes Hi-Point, Kal- 
Gard Lubricants, Duralube Oils and 
of course my mother, father and wife 
are big sponsors. »

Although all the riders were hot 
on this 100°+ day, the really 
hot ones were Experts Eric 
Mc Kenna (Mai), Rodney Smith 
(Suz) and Jon Nelson (Yam). This 
year, the seventh annual National 
Motorcycle Patrol Benefit motocross 
was sponsored by the Sacramento 
Jammers Motorcycle Club, but many 
other people jumped in to help too. It 
seems the “heat wave” kept a lot of 
people home. About 250 of the more 
hardy riders were there to show their 
appreciation to the Patrol. As is the 
case every year at this race, there was 
an abundance of donated prizes and 
contingencies. 

Seventeen-year-old Rod Smith took 
his share of prizes, as well as cash, in 
two classes. He got the overall 250cc 
win and was second overall in 125s. 
The only really good start he got out 
of his four tries at the gate was the first 
time out on his 125. Smith grabbed 
the holeshot and ran a wire-to-wire 
win. He was briefly tailgated by Mike 
Preston, a U.S. Suzuki hopeful. 
Preston’s threat ended when he went 
down, losing only two positions but a 
lot of ground. Brad Harrison (Suz) 
latched onto second when Preston 
abandoned it and held on all the way. 
Preston managed to get by Jon Nelson 
just in time for a third-place finish. 

The tables were turned in the 
second moto when Nelson, riding for 
Hanford Suzuki & Yamaha, picked up 
the lead by the end of the first lap and 
went on to win. 

Meanwhile, Smith slid out in the 
second turn after the start, and by the 
time he got moving again, the pack 
was out of sight. This gave him the 
opportunity to provide one of the most 
spectacular rides of the day. He passed 
17 riders in five laps. Running in 
fourth, he couldn’t catch up with the 
first three riders in the remaining laps 
so his one and four finishes were only 
good for second overall behind Nelson 
with a four and one. Third place 
overall money went to Harrison. Dana 
Waxham (Suz) and Randy Blair 
(Yam) had second and third for this 
moto, but both had DNF the first. 
Also cashing in for overall were 
Preston and Ed Minton (Yam). 

The 250сс Expert racing was 
nothing short of confusion. In the first 


go-around, the first six riders never got 
more than a couple bike lengths 
between them. The first four all took 
turns in all four positions with the 
order changing practically every lap. 
Rod Smith was doing a re-run of his 
125cc show, crashing on the first lap 
and banzaiing from last place to finish 
fifth. At the checkered flag, where it 
mattered most, the order of the turn 
takers was: Joey Schlag, on a KTM for 
Cycle Riders Supply, Dean Shultz 
(Suz), Eric McKenna (Mai) and Brad 
Harrison. . 

Schlag and Schultz shared the front 
of the pack with Smith right behind 
them the second time out. Smith went 
on to victory after Schlag succumbed 
to a broken clutch, and Schultz's bike 
suffered from a "totally busted rear 
end," to quote a young spectator. 
Shultz managed to limp around the 
track a couple times for a seventh- 
place finish, which was good enough 
to keep him in the: money for third 
overall. 

Taking moto money behind Smith 
were Harrison (who credits one of the 
most popular sponsors around — 
Mom and Dad) and Brad Emery for 
Wright & Wright, Inc. With Smith 
taking the top overall cash, Harrison 
got second. Emery's ride should be 
doubly appreciated. In doing his bit 
for the Motorcycle Patrol, he had been 
up nearly all night driving the tractor 
and water truck to help prepare the 
course. 

After the excitement of trying to 
keep track of who was leading the 
250cc races, the Open class was so cut 
and dried it was was dull by 
comparion. McKenna made Sun 
River Cycle very proud of their protege 
by leading every lap of both motos. 


All in all it was a good day and a 
good race despite oppressive heat and 
sunburn pain. Unfortunately, it was 
not too good a day for the Motorcycle 
Patrol which deserves and needs more 
financial help than this race provided. 
The number of riders and paid 
spectators was lower than anticipated, 
perhaps because of the weather, which 
is understandable. However, the lack 
of monetary donations from clubs and 
individuals was conspicuous. That is 
not understandable. 


To help make up for the donations 
not given by those at the race, perhaps 
there are some generous people who 
were not there who would like to 
support the continuation of the 
Motorcycle Patrol's valuable services 
to the riders. If you wish to contribute, 
any donations large or small would be 
greatly appreciated.

Bertram bags 
49er Enduro

SLY PARK, CA, JUNE 14 

District 36 number one enduro 
rider David Betram rode his open 
Husky to a six-point loss to take 
overall honors in this year's Polka Dots 
M.C. 49er Enduro. 

This was the second year the Polka 
Dots have hosted this enduro in 
Eldorado National Forest. Up 'til 
1980, the club had promoted this 
event for 17 years in Tahoe National 
Forest in the town of Foresthill, CA. 
Last year's event was in November 
which provided a nice damp course 
with good traction and no dust. That 
was not the case this year as dust and 
some traction problems existed. The 
club had considered dust being a 
problem so when the course was set 
up, the speeds and averages were 
geared for the worst conditions. 

The start was in the area called 
Pilliben Cow Camp, where camping 
was provided with a nice creek close 
by. At 7:31 a.m., the first riders left 
the start at 18 mph on a good fire road 
and by the three-mile marker they 
were exposed to the start of over 60 
miles of virgin railroad beds and trails. 
At 5.4 miles, there was a change to 27 
mph which was the first test area and 
one of 21 speed changes the riders 
would encounter during. the day's 
event. At the end of this test area was 
check one which caught everyone late. 
The riders were given five minutes free 
time here, but not everyone read the 
sign and were caught early at check 
two which was the first tie-breaker 
check. From here, they left at 15 mph 
for 3.5 miles, which allowed everyone 
a rest and time to enjoy the country. 








Just before coming into check three, 
about one-half mile of large granite 
rocks had to be crossed which caused 
some interesting moments. After the 
rocks, riders traveled through thickly 
covered oak and pine trails which, 
after the first few riders, provided nice 
easy berms and an easy trail to follow 
into check three. After three was 13 
mph on a rocky road which had many 
washouts and water bars. At the end of 
this road, a heavy, thick grove of pines 
and a trail eventually took you to a 
ridge and back on a four-wheel road. 


At 33.9 miles came speed change 
number eight which reduced speed to 
six mph while crossing through an 
occupied construction camp which 
provided a cheer now and then by the 
occupants. From thete, the speed 
increased to 16 mph winding along a 
fire road, then onto a railroad bed into 
check four. After four came a creek 
crossing where pit crews waited with 
gas and a cold wash cloth. This was 
the halfway point which provided 
minutes to fuel, get a cold drink and 
make any necessary repairs. It was the 
consensus of most that the dust was 
irritating. 

Leaving gas at 20 mph provided 
time to relax and once again get back 
in thegroove and see an occasional view - 
of this beautiful country. At 51.7 miles 
came check five where most were on 
time. From here the trail went across a 
wide rocky creek and up through a 
grove of six to eight-foot tall pines at 
handlebar width apart, which 
provided slow going. 

At 64.9 miles? riders hit speed 
change number 16. Leaving at 27 
mph, they traveled down a railroad 
bed that vehicles had not used for 
years. Crossing downed trees, the trail 
then led through a creek bottom with 
one foot and larger boulders. After 
four and a half miles of this tight, slow 
traveling trail was check six. The 
best riders were four minutes late here. 
Eight minutes of free time here put 
everyone back on time once again. 
From check six was a long fire road 
and then back into the forest for more 
trail and old unused roads. 

Check seven’ was the second tie- 
breaker, and the time keepers pulled 
zero scores here. One-half mile before 
check eight was the head of a narrow 
side hill trail with about a 100-foot 
drop on one side and a cliff on the 
other. Most rider took it slow through 
this section and it cost them a couple 
minutes at check eight. This check was 
set up just like a normal secret check, 
that is, times were recorded and score 
sheets marked. However, white flags 
were on display which, if the rider was 
on his toes, he (or she) knew this was 
only an observation point and not a 
secret check. After two minutes free 
time, they were off again on time on 
a well established fire road. 2.1 miles 
later, hidden behind a hill, came the 
finish. Some of the not-so-observant 
riders hit this check hot, and it cost 
them some early points. Total mileage 
for the day was 86.8, with 21 speed 
changes and nine checks. Not too bad 
for a club with only 18 active 
members. 

Most of the riders felt this was one of 
the best 49ers. It had lots of trails, fire 
roads and old railroad beds which 
tested the participants on skill and 
ability to timekeep.

Church nails 
Spring Enduro

MAPLE FALLS, WA, JUNE 14 
Steve Church returned to his 
winning ways by taking first over- 
all in the Mount Baker M.C. 
Spring Enduro, an AMA Region- 
al. Church, Wayne Keezer and Tom 
Tucker all completed the event with a 
22 point loss. However, combined sec- 
onds on the emergency checks left 
Church with a 16-second advantage. 

Start for the day was in the moun- 
tains in the north of the state. The 
course started with a .6-mile trail sec- 
tion, then through camp and headed 
east on the Mt. Baker Highway for 
four and a half miles, onto a back road 
with an easily zeroable check at six 
miles. The course continued on a 
five-and-a-half mile climb up the 
mountain on logging road to the Slide 
Mountain Road and a loop up a skid- 
der trail to the very ridge of Slide 
Mountain. Here, the view potential 
was obscured by clouds and fog, but 
puse of tiny towns and pasture 
ands were seen below. 

A second zeroable check was placed 
at 15 miles. A check-in/check-out sec- 
tion on uphill, overgrown log road was 
run on a 30 mph average for A and B 
riders and 15 mph for C riders. This 
exact section was run two weeks pre- 
viously in the Night Enduro, and 
riders were able to improve their for- 
mer times by up to two minutes (some 
minor trail work had been done, and 
familiarity with the terrain certainly 
helped). 

A reset enabled riders to get back on 
time and continue at a 20 mph average 
on good logging roads and pavement 
into the gas check. After gas, the A 
and B riders continued at a 20 mph 
average and the C riders at 16 mph. 
Within one-half mile, they put into 
trail interspersed with short road sec- 
tions, At 63.9 miles, the C course split 


off and onto log road and skidder 
trail, onto the Mt. Baker Highway and 
continued to their finish at 70.3 miles. 

The A and B riders followed fun 
trails and log road onto highway and a 
check at 78 miles. They then headed 
north on a second check-in/check-out 
section at 30 mph for seven to eight 
miles of tight trails with short sections 
of logging road. Here, the riders were 
within a stone's throw of the Canadian 
border. 

Check five was at 85 miles. A speed 
change to 30 mph and onto the Mt. 
Baker Highway with check six, which 
was common with the C finish, was at 
112.5 miles. Riders recognized they 
were headed back to camp, but there 
were still some surprises left as the 
course headed onto the Nooksack 
River bar within feet of the river for .5 
miles, back on the highway and back 
in to 1.5 miles of fresh cut trail with a 
little logging road. Eight (о nine’ 
minutes were lost in this section as 
anxious families watched the flip card 
count off the minutes until the first 
rider finally arrived. 

Brian Larcom was once again top B 
rider (Open) with a 23 point loss. Also 
at 23 were Rex Seil (200cc A) and Ron 
Morgenthaler (Master). After nine en- 
duros this season, Larcom completed 
one goal — that of beating the “Old 
Man,” albeit by a matter of seconds. 

Augie Kooistra and Fred Boettner 
put on an excellent event, although 
they and the riders agreed that more 
checks could have been'used in an 
event of this length. However, in a 
club that puts on weekly motocross, 
weekly flat track, six enduros and a 
Two-Day Qualifier, personnel gets 
spread pretty thin.

Scherb survives 
crash-filled Ross 
Downs ST

COLLEYVILLE, TX, JUNE 20 


Under almost ideal conditions, 
racing at the Ross Downs short 
track should have been perfect, 
but the evening was marred by a 
number of unexpected crashes. The 
get-offs seemed to be especially 
numerous in the 50 and 80cc classes, 
but the big boys were not immune as 
one 250cc Amateur rider had to be 
transported to the hospital for 
observation. Commenting later in the 
evening, one youngster's father said 
that the track was "too good," and 
that the racers were going faster than 
they were used to. Be that as it may, 
there was some terrific entertainment 
for everyone with the top caliber racing 
and the added attraction of a trick 
rider during intermission. 


Dick "Wild Man" Malpass, out of 
Allen's Cycles of Houston and Conroe, 
stopped by and did some amazing 
things on his 650 Triumph. Billing 
himself as more than a “wheelie king,” 
Malpass had the fans standing and 
cheering as he roared down the grand- 
stand straight perched backwards on 
his machine. After several more aston- 
ishing maneuvers, the "Mad Man" 
motored off, but promised to be back 
later in the season. 


The 50cc class saw some fine action 
in the main as Trace Polson on his Kis- 
singer Auto Supply/Motorcycle Special- 
ties Suzuki got back into winning form 
and took care of Greg Teague (Yam), 
Bubba McCoy (Yam) and four others. 
McCoy was one of the riders who fell, 
but he picked himself up after his heat 
race crash and put on a fine show. 


Due to an extremely large turnout, 
the 80cc class was divided into Junior 
and Senior divisions. The Junior class 
was dominated by Alan Powers (Yam) 
who led from the green. The race was 
red-flagged at the three-lap mark as 
young Mike Hale on a MAPS/Carter's 
Yamaha went down between turns 
three and four. It looked like the little 
Dallasite had really been hurt, but he 
was back on his bike for the restart and 
finished an outstanding third in the 
eight-rider field. 

The 80cc Seniors brought out Scottie 
Scherb on his Northwest Honda of San 
Antonio CR-based racer. Scherb has 
now got himself a spare trailer to haul 
his trophies home. Scherb, who is just 
13, brought three bikes this week and 
motored two to victory and one to a 
fourth. In 80cc Senior, Shane Jolly 
(Yam) and James Carter (Suz) both 
tried hard, but they just could not 
catch the kid from San Antone. The 
125cc class was the same song, differ- 
ent verse as Scherb and his Honda had 
no trouble with Duane DuVall (Yam) 
and Shane Jolly (Yam). 


Scherb looked to make it a triple for 
the night as he blasted his Honda into 
the lead of the 250cc Amateur final, 
but race official Eddie McCoy was less 
than harpy with the start and red- 
flagged the race. Scherb, who had 
jumped the green, was put back on the 
penalty line, and with nine riders 
ahead of him, he was effectively bottled 
up. 

The contest developed into a duel 
between James Harrington on his 
Motorcycle Specialties Yamaha and 
young Duane DuVall on his Bultaco. 
This twosome looked like the race was 
theirs with DuVall leading the major- 
ity of laps. Tubby Dotson on his Dallas 
Yamaha racer was a distant third, but 
on the white flag lap, DuVall began to 
lose power. Harrington passed him 
and Dotson, weaving through traffic, 
almost relegated DuVall to the short 


trophy spot. Hot on Dotson's wheels 
was Scherb, but it was too little, too 
late. 

The 250cc Experts' field was down 
somewhat as a number of local riders 
had gone north to compete, but the 
competitors who were on hand were 
there to race! With the locals gone, the 
unknown qualities of some of the new 
faces made the fans sit up and take 
notice. But you couldn't discount 
young Ross Duncan on his Carter's 
Yamaha. Duncan, who is highly com- 
petitive in several forms of motorcycle 
racing, grew up on the Ross Downs 
short track, and with his lightweight 
and super quick bike, he had to be the 
odds-on favorite. But he had all he 
could do to stave off attacks by пем: 
comer Butch Polite (Yam) out of 
Baker, LA and Johnny Johnson up 
from Houston on his Baytown Cycle 
Inn Kawasaki. Few challenged these 
leaders, and at the checkers it was 
Duncan by three lengths over Polite. 
Johnson dropped back to a distant 
third. 

The Open Expert class was a little 
sweet revenge for Polite as he took his 
360 Yamaha to the win over the 500s 
of the rest of the field. 

The Grand Finale looked to be an 
outstanding race as starter McCoy ar- 
ranged the participants around the 
track. There was a feeling that there 
could be trouble for everyone as Greg 
DuVall came out on his Yamaha 125 
and was placed just past turn two. 
250cc Amateur riders Duane DuVall, 
Tubby Dotson and Ross Duncan were 
approximately 10 yards in front of the 


. start/finish line and then back 50-75 


yards behind the line were the 250 and 
Open Pros. You just can't give Greg 
DuVall an advantage like that, and try 
as they might, no one could get by him 
in 10 laps. Ross Duncan and Duane 
DuVall, Greg's brother, almost caught 
the leader, but when the checkers fell, 
it was Greg DuVall taking the large 
Grand Finale trophy.
